PrUato Lover of the BuiTs tolls two 
characteristics of the fight in which ho 
was hit when General Jeffery, with 
the mountain battery and escort, was 
lemnicd in a village all night by thou­ 
sands oi Mobmunds. The wounded were 
ying under a wall exposed to torrents 
of rain and to showers of stones which 
the enemy hurled down at them from 
louses near. 
It seemed impossible that 
any relieving force could come to their 
aid before daybreak or that the mere 
landful of Buffs could hold out much 
longer. Their ammunition was running 
short. Then Lever beard one wounded 
officer ask another, “ How many shots 
have you got in your revolver?” “ Only 
tw o.” “ Then don’t waste them, old 
chap; keep one for me, the other for 
yourself.” 


When ammunition was so nearly ex­ 
hausted that no orders were given to 
fire until the enemy could be distinctly 
seen, a sudden rattle of irregular fire 
was heard on one side of the village, 
followed by savage yells, but no other 
sound. The few Butls holding a post in 
that direction stood with rifles leveled 
ready to fire volleys directly a rush was 
attempted. The commotion came near 
or. and just as the noncommissioned of 
ficer in charge of that post had the 
command to “ present’’ on his lips the 
flanie from a native gun flashed on 
bristling steel. 
British bayonets had 
been doing their grim work there in the 
darkness so silently that nobody thought 
friends were so near. The relief had 
come. The enemy gave way, and a min 
ute later Major Worlledge, with his 
companies of Sikhs and guides, entered 
the village.—-London News.

Indianapolis, April 18.—Th« Journal 
publlehcs the following ca: l from ex- 
A ttorney General W. H. H. Miller: 


“Ab the question w hether the recog­ 
nition of a new governm ent in Cuba is 
a n executive or legislative function has 
become a practical one it m ay be of in* 
ter^st to know, w hat some of the courts 
have said about the m atter. 
In W ill­ 
iam s vs. the Suffolli Insurance com­ 
pany (V. D. Sum ner 272) the decision of 
the case turned upon the disputed sov­ 
ereignty over the Falkland Islands. The 
governm ent of Buenos Ayres Insisted 
th a t those IsUml» were a part of its 
dominions. This 
the 
governm ent of 
the United States denied. 
Mr. Justice 
Story being asked to decide this ques­ 
tion as an original judicial question rs- 
fused to do so and laid : 


Kxcliistvely an KxnruliVH Function. 
‘"M y judgm ent Is 
that 
this court 
psssesi^es no such authority; th a t It Is 
bound by the doctrines and claims in­ 
sisted on by its owj^i ^overnmeDt, ^g,d 
th a t it m ust take them to be rightful 
until the contrary Is 
established by 
some formal and authorized action of 
tjia t governm ent. It is very cTear (h at 
It Selongs cxciiislvery to th^e exeQvttive 
departm f nt of our governm ent to feoirn- 
nlsse from time to time any new gov­ 
ernm ents which may arise In the politi­ 
cal revolutions of the world, and until 
such n<»w governm ents are so reeog- 
nisied they cannot be adm itted by our 
courts of justice to have or to exercise 
the common rights and prerogatives of 
sovereignty.’ 
To ihla proposition Ju s­ 
tice Story cites Gelston vs. Hoyt (3d 
W heaton 346) and a num ber of English 
cases. 


DeclMlon of the 8iiprrme Court. 


“The sam e case in which this opinion 
wa.s delivered by Mr. Justice Story hav­ 
ing been brought before the supreme 
court Mr. Justice McLean (I8th Pet. 
415), .tpcaklng for the court, said: ‘Can 
there be any doubt that when the ex­ 
ecutive 
branch 
of 
the 
govornm ent, 
which is charged with our foreign re­ 
lations, shall in its correspondence with 
a foreign nation assum e a fact In re­ 
gard to the sovereignty of any Island or 
country it is conclusive on the judicial 
departm ent? 
And In this view it is 
not m aterial to Inquire—nor Is It the 
province of the court to determln%— 
w hoth»r 
the executive 
be right 
or 
wrong. 
It Is enough to know th at in 
the exercise of his constitutional func­ 
tions he has dec idtfl the question. H av ­ 
ing done this under the responsibilities 
which belong to him It is obligatory on 
the people and the governm ent of the 
Union.’ 


Where Congr««« Can Com« In. 


“In the case of L uther vs. Bordsn 
(7th H ow ard. 1) the question for de­ 
cision w as which of two alleged govern­ 
m ents was the true state governm ent of 
Rhode Island. 
It w’as there held th a t 
under the constitutional requirem ent 
th at the U nited States guarantee to 
each state a republican governm ent It 
was for congreps ta dsolde w hat govern­ 
m ent is established in the state before 
It can determ ine w hether It is repubii- 
can or not, and th at, therefore the act 
of congress which had been passed was 
in th at case controlling. 


Clilnoliw* tlie Matter« Appareutlj. 


“But Mr. Chief Justice Taney, speak­ 
ing for the court in that case, said: 
*In the case 
of 
foreign 
rslatlens 
governmsnt acknowledged by the pres­ 
ident \m alw ays recognized in the courts 
of justice. And this principle teas bsen 
applied by the act of congress to the 
sovereign states of the Union. 
It Is 
said that this pew'er in the president la 
dangerous to liberty, 
and 
may 
be 
abused. 
Alt power may be abused l( 
placed In unworthy hands. But It would 
be difUcult, we think, to point out any 
other hands In w'hich this power would 
be more safe and at the same time 
equally effectual.* 


Mcl<ean Clleti anti Approved Reeently. 
“Again only a few years ago In Jones 
vs. the U nited States (137 U. S. 202), in 
which the question for decision was as 
to the sovereignty of the U nited States 
over N avassa. a small Island in the Car- 
ribbean sea, Mr. Justice Gray, delivering 
the opinion of the court, 
cited and 
quoted w ith approval the language of 
Mr. Justice McLean in the Suffolk In­ 
surance case above set forth. These 
opinions seem to indicate pretty clearly 
the trend of judicial opinion upon this 
question."

THE SENATK RESOLUTIONS. 
Before adjourning Saturday evening 
the senate passed a resolution not only 
Asking the president to stop the war 
in Cuba but also rccog:nizlnjf the repub­ 
lic of Cuba as the true and lawful gov­ 
ernment of the Island. This resolution 
was adopted by 07 to 21—over a two- 
thirds majority. 


The adoption of 
the recof?nltlon 
eUuse in the resolution was a victory 
fo r the patriotic stand taken by Sena­ 
tor Poraker of Ohio, and is In accord 
with the sentiment of the people. 
Not 
only two-thirds of the senators voted 
for the recognition but more than two- 
thirds of the brains of the body wwked 
for its adoption. 


There was no reason why the repub­ 
lic should not be organized, except the 
fact that the president has seen tit to 
be against the proposition. The exec­ 
utive has not stated the reasons for his 
position and as long as he keeps the 
people and the senate in the dark he 
should not expect their supjwrt. 


The country was kept in the dark In 
regard to the Maine murder and the 
Accident theory was kept alloat by of­ 
ficials when two days after the explo- 
tion of the mine Consul General Lee 
notified the state department that the 
warship bad been destroyed by design­ 
ing Spaniards. 


Had Spain blown up an English man 
of war there would have been trouble 
in Havana before breakfast the next 
morning. Had the United States peo­ 
ple been heard w’ar would have speedily 
been declared upon Spain for the mur­ 
der of our sailors and the present coin- 
plications between the house, senate 
And executive would not have 
oc- 
currcd. 


As the house has seen fit to refuse to 
Accept the recognition resolution of 
the senate another delay in dealing 
with Spain will be occasioned. 


. 
the meanwhile the Cubans arc 
being starved to death.

If the ac­ 
tion taken by the senate should ulti­ 
mately be accepted us linai, this gov- 
Drnment might become Involved In com­ 
plications that In future years would 
rrove serious. At ü:10 o’clock Saturday 
night the Davis resolutUms—thise re­ 
ported from the conunlttee on foreign 
relatlonij, amended »o as to Include the 
recognition of the republic of t'uba— 
were passed by a vote of 67 to 21 as a 
substitute fitr the resolution adopted by 
the house of representatives.

••Joint resolution for the recognition 
of the Independence of the petiple and 
republic of Cuba, demanding that the 
government of Spain relintiuish Its au- 
th»>rlty and government In the island of 
Cuba, and to withdraw it^Iand and na­ 
val f»)rees from Cuba an»ft’uban waters, 
and directing the preshlent of the Unit­ 
ed States to use the land and naval 
forces of the United Slates tti carry 
these résolutions into effect. 


The aldiorrent contüilona 
which have existed fur more than three 
years in the island of Cuba, so near our 
own borders, have shoeke<l the moral 
sense of the jjeople <»f the United.^‘tates;

tleship with liUti of Its «ìlflcers and crew, 
W’hlle <ui a friendly visit to the harbor 
of Havana. Jind cannot longer be en­ 
dured, as has been set forth bytlie [»res­ 
ident of the Uniteti States in his nies- 
sago to congress t.f April 11, IJ-ys, up­ 
on which the action of congress was In­ 
vited; therefore, 


"Resolved. By the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress asHembU-d; 


"First—That the people of the island 
of Cuba are and of the right to bo 
fret ond Independent, and that tht* gov­ 
ernment of the United Slates hereby 
recognizes the republic of Cuba as the 
true and lawful government of the Isl­ 
and. 


"Becond—That It Is the duty of the 
United «States to demand, and the gov­ 
ernment of the United States docs here­ 
by demand, th at the government of 
Spain at once relinquish Its authority 
and government In the island of Cuba 
and withdraw Its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters. 


‘‘Third—That the president of the 
United States be and he hereby Is di­ 
rected and empowered to use thè entire 
land and naval forces of the United States, 
and to call Into the actual service of the 
United States ths mllltla of the several 
states to such an extent as may be nec- 
fssary to carnr thsw resolutions Into 
sITect. 


Fourth—That 
the 
United 
States 
hsreby disclaim any disposition or In­ 
tention to exercise sovereignty, juris­ 
diction or control over said Island, ex­ 
cept for the pacification thereof: and 
asserts Its determ ination when that Is 
accomplished to leave the government 
and control of the Island to Its people.'*

**Henry Bath & Son, of London, says 
that the scarcity of copper supplies and 
an increasing demand have had their 
natural 
etTect. There 
seems little 
doubt that the scale of consumption Is 
not a decreasing one, and although 
present prices allow of very hand­ 
some profits to the miners, their pro­ 
duction, even with this stimulus, is 
not equal to the demand. 
Stocks arc 
now at such a low point that the trade 
Is practically dependent on weekly ar­ 
rivals ” 


Although this scarcity of copper is a 
condition conunanding serious consid­ 
eration by all wiio are interested iw tlie 
metal, there is at present no known 
method which may be applied lo im­ 
prove the situation. i*'or many months, 
night and day, the mines have been 
worked to their full capacity, yet the 
demand exceeds the su|.'[)ly.

This 
idvance notice is something never be­ 
fore given to agents and is in itself 
ignltlcant. 
Herelufore the comijany 
lave persistently declined lo give any 
advance notice in orde*r to prevent 
»arties speculi'ting uptui their market. 
Now, however, as the company are 
about to close their books and cease 
olVering treasury stock, they are indif­ 
ferent as to whether parlies buy for 
permanent investment or simplv for 
short holding, unloading at the one 
dollar price.
